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Hello  Again   and   Happy   New   Year! 

I   hope   that    the   holidays   have   been   gentle   to  you  and   full   of  love,   visits 
with   family   and   friends,   and  good  memories.     The  holidays  at  KPFT  were  pros- 
perous with  many  trees  sold  to  kind  people  like  you  and  with   a  great  response 
to  a  special  mailing  in   which  we  asked  subscribers  to  send  in  additional  gifts 
to  close  the  old  year.     Thanks  all  of  you  who   responded. 

January  means  it's  that  time  again  -  that  time  when  KPFT  producers  and 
supporters  take  to  the  airwaves  and  ask  for  your  financial  assistance.  As  you 
well  know,  75%  of  KPFT's  operating  revenues  come  to  the  station  from  listen- 
ers like  you.  For  almost  17  years,  KPFT  has  lived  and  developed  through 
the  support  of  individuals  just  like  you.  Once  again,  we'll  ask  for  your  support 
beginning  Friday,  January  9  and  running  through  Friday,  January  23. 

People  listen  to  KPFT  for  different  reasons  but,  generally,  KPFT's  listen- 
ers can  be  divided  into  two  groups.

1986  was  a  banner  year  for  KPFT  -  although  not  in  terms  of  financial 
support,  because  contributions  to  KPFT,  like  contributions  to  just  about  every 
group  in  Houston,  were  down.  But  in  terms  of  publicity,  KPFT  received  much 
positive  publicity  throughout  the  year.  Last  January,  we  were  cited  as  one 
of  150  reasons  to  feel  good  about  Houston.  The  antenna  project,  concluded 
in  March,  gave  KPFT  a  stronger  and  higher  quality  signal.  KPFT  increased  the 
number  of  community  events  it  sponsored  or  participated  in.  Additional  equip- 
ment was  purchased  that  upgraded  the  sound  of  our  productions  and  live  pro- 
grams. Additional  remote  equipment  was  purchased.  The  transmitter  building 
and  equipment  were  upgraded  to  increase  KPFT's  reliability.  The  outside  of 
the  building  was  painted.  KPFT  also  recently  started  a  training  program  that 
will  provide  the  producer/volunteers  with  more  skills  to  use  in  their  programs 
as  well  as  a  regular  orientation  workshop  for  all  new  KPFT  volunteers. 
It  was  a  year  marked  by  progress  in  all  areas. 

With  your  assistance,  KPFT  will  take  another   few  steps,  but   let's  aim  for 
a  leap  into  the  next   dimension   of  Pacifica    broadcasting   traditions  in  order  to 
better  serve  you,   to  better  inform   you  and  to  bring  increased  enlightment   into 
your  life.

This  issue    KPFT  presents  a  volunteer  profile  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Saleem,  who  have 
done  the  "Kahkashan  Show"  at  KPFT  for  eight  years  ,  which  broadcasts  every 
Saturday  from  noon  till   1:30PM. 

Mr.  S.M.Saleem  was  born   in  Delhi,  India      and  after  graduation,  migrated  to 
Pakistan   in    1947.     Saleem,    as  he  is  known,   is  now  a  citizen  of  the  U.S.,    and 
has  been  broadcasting  the  Kahkashan  program  for  the  past  eight  years  on  KPFT 

He  hardly   needs  any  introduction  to   the  Pakistani  community,   as  they  have 
heard  and  seen  him   in  a  multitude  of  radio  plays,  films,  and  T.V.    dramas.     His 
'golden   voice'   still    rings   in   the   ears   of   many   who  have  heard  him    in 
"Studio  9",  and  "Dekhta  Chala  Gaya".     In  Pakistan,   he  is  very  much  missed,  but 
their  loss  has  been  Houston's  gain  as  Saleem  brings  with  him  the  traditional  and 
cultural  values  of  Pakistan  in  his  program.     His  main  objective  is  to  promote 
the  Urdu  language,  for  it  is  heavy  with  poetry  and  music.     He  wants  his 
listeners,  who  are  of  all  ages,  to  keep  their  identity   in  mind,  and  at  the  same 
time,  be  aware   of  the  current  international  affairs. 

To  the  people  living  far  away  from   their  native  homes,  Saleem   brings  a  pro- 
gram that's  not  just  entertaining,  but  informative,  and  educational,  too. 

Saleem's  experience  as  a  program  producer  in  VOA  (Voice  of  America)  and 
occasional  broadcasts  for  the  BBC,  makes  him  feel  that  radio  is  one  of  the  best 
means  to  get  friends  together. 

Saleem's  wife  Suraiya  assists  Saleem  on   the  Kakhashan  program  with 
requests  from  listeners  and  announcements.     An  educator  by  profession,  Suraiya 
taught    in  Karachi  Crammer  School  for  eighteen  years.     She  is  now  an  English 
teacher  at  a  Houston  Independent   School  District  high  school. 

After  coming  to  the  United  States,  Suraiya  acquired  two  Masters  degrees 
in  English  and  Secondary  Education,  and  is  currently  working  on  her  doctorate 
in  Higher  Education.  She  took  up  broadcasting  as  an  English  newsreader  for 
Radio  Pakistan,  where  she  worked  for  fifteen  years.  Suraiya  was  also  announ- 
cer for  Western  music  programs  in  Karachi.  She  was  popularly  known  by  her 
maiden  name,  Suraiya  Naqvi.

COMMENTARY 


When  is  a  commercial  not  an  advertisement?     The  answer:  when  it  runs 
on  public  radio  or  television. 

These  "non  commercials"  are  called    enhanced  underwriting  announcements 
and  they  are  appearing  with  increasing  frequency  on  public  tv  and  radio.  Pub- 
lic broadcasters  predict  enhanced  underwriting  revenues  to  be 
more  than  $100  million  this  year.  While  this  figure  is  paltry  compared  to  the 
$140  billion  generated  by  commercial  broadcasting  annually,  the  trend  has  some 
disturbing  implications  for  the  non-commercial   media. 

Enhanced  underwriting  announcements  are  short  paid  messages  which  are 
sponsored  by  both  national  and  local  businesses.     They  are  legal  according  to 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  as  long  as  they  are  only  info- 
rmational in  content.     These  announcements  cannot  provide  price  information,  a 
call  to  action  such  as  "come  into  our  store  during  the  sale",  and  cannot  con- 
tain an  inducement  to  buy  or  rent. 

But  a  number  of  executives  in  the  public  broadcasting  field  and  in  some 
corporations  are  exploring  ways  to  increase  business  messages  on  non-commer- 
cial media. 

One  organization,  the  Eastern  Educational  Network,  a  Boston-based  group 
of  non-commercial  stations,  is  attempting  to  form  a  new  organization  to 
increase  the  amount  of  enhanced  underwriting  announcements.     They  are  also 
publishing  guidelines  which  would  define  this  new  form  of  advertising  as  well 
as  circumventing  possible  lawsuits  by  commercial  broadcast  interests. 

While  it  is  argued  by  some  critics  that  these  announcements  are  identical 
to  commercials  (they  give  the  name  of  a  company  and  describe  what  the

THINKING   PLAGUE,   "MOONSONGS",   Endemic    Music   Label. 
I  received  a  tape  of  this  latest  release  after  writing  the  band  a  letter  of 
praise    for    their    first    album,    A  Thinking    Plague.      I    find    Moonsongs    equally    de- 
lightful.     Both   are  exciting   breakthroughs   in   the   neglected   realm   of  exploratory 
rock   music.     In  some  ways,   the  musicians  of  Thinking  Plague  seem   to  have 
followed    the    example    of    Recommended    Records    in    Europe    in    seeking    ways    to 
promote    their    highly    individualistic    music    among   the  small      dispersed    number 
of    enthusiasts.      Recommended    distributed    their    first    album    far    and    near   and 
with   the   exposure,   enthusiastic   reviews   appeared   in  several    international   publica- 
tions   (Option    Magazine,    Sound    Choice,    and    Bad    Alchemy).      In    1984,    Thinking 
Plague    musicians    began    an    organization    called    Endemic    Music    in    Denver,     to 
focus    on   singular    musical    creations    in    which   "trends    and   commercial    potential 
are  irrelevant."     They  now  have  a  catalogue  of  tapes  available,  which  are  inde- 
pendently   produced,    featuring    six    differently    named    bands    -    more    or    less    the 
same    musicians;    only    recombined    and    with    different    musical    directions.      (Send 
inquiries   to  Endemic  Music,  P.O.  Box    18542,  Denver,    Colorado,  80218.) 
Each  of  the  five  pieces   comprising  Moonsongs  is  distinctively  orchestrated  and, 
overall,  the  effect   must  be  similar  to  that  of  one  of  the  other  Endemic  groups, 
Legacy  of  Sorrow,  which  their  catalogue  describes  as  "style-crunching".     In 
other    words,    they    treat    music    in    much    the   same   way   that   computers  crunch 
numbers.     The  first  track,  "Warheads",  is  a  fine  example  of  this  approach: 
frantic  but   tight  jazzy  fits  suddenly  spring  off  into  spacey,   syncopated  segments 
and  just  as  abruptly  give  way  to  the  interplay   between  Susanne  Lewis'  haunting 
voice,  the  drums,   the  keyboards,  guitar  and  bass,  reminiscent  of  Henry  Cow. 
The    frequent    transitions,    though,    never    seem    randomly    spliced    together.     The 
results  are  surprisingly  natural.     "Etude  for  Combo,  a  live  recording,  has  a  won- 
derfully  playful  chicken-house   feel   to  it.     The  Zamlaesque  style  breeds  curiosi- 
ties to  whether   the  piece  was  intended  as  a  humorous   musical  wink  at  the  be- 
ginnings of  that  Swedish  band,   which  began  playing  in  a  chicken  house. 
Space   here  doesn't   allow   thorough  homage  to   every    piece  on   the  tape  -  all  of 
them  are  tremendous.     The  masterful  creation  of  "Moonsongs",  however,  cannot 
go  without  mention.     The  instruments  weave  together  in  such  amazing  fury 
that    it's   almost    an   overdose   of   creativity.      It    forces   the   listener   to   take   an 
active  role.     There  is  no  way  one  can  appreciate  such  activity  without  intently 
following   the  complex   layering  of  saxes,   guitars,   voices,   and  all  of  the  vast 
array   of   toys   which  Thinking   Plague   exploit    to   the    fullest.     One   warning   for 
those    unaccustared    to   active   listening:     Moonsongs   is   destined   to   be   a   thinking 

plague.

CONCERT  REVIEW-Wynton    Marsalis  Quintet 

Maceba  Theater   4400  Main  St. 
Saturday  November   15,   1986 
8  o'clock   performance 

Try   to  imagine   my  surprise   as   I  drove  by   the   Maceba  Theater   on   the 
Monday   before   the  concert.   I   wondered,   "Why   haven't   I  heard  about    this 
concert  sooner?"  Then  when  my  weekend  trip  to  New  York  fell  thru,  I 
thought  "Why  not  interview  Wynton?"  So... I  got  on  the  phone  to  the  Maceba 
to  get  some  information. 

The  people  at   the  Maceba  were  good  to  me.  And,  as  the  manager 
Arthur  J.  (A.J.)   Honore1  suggested,  I  went  down  during  the  Saturday   afternoon 
sound  check.  I  was  introduced   to  Vernon  Hammond  of   AMG,  Wynton's 
management   team.   Well,   Wynton's  a   busy   guy  and  had  every   minute  accounted 
for,   but    the  sneak   preview   was   well   worth   the   trip.   And,  of  course   the 
gracious  offer  of  "comp-tix"   was  gleefully   accepted. 

Now,  the  fact  that  the  tickets  were  free  can't  be  allowed  to  affect 
my  perception  of  the  performance.   I  am  truly  grateful  to  the  Maceba  Theater 
Production  Group,   and   I  owe   them   (as   much   as   the   reader)   an  honest 
appraisal. 

So,  after  listening  to  Marsalis  albums  (particularly  'J   Mood')  most  of  the 
day,   I  arrived  at  the  Maceba  accompanied  by  my  date;   primed  for  a  superb 
acoustic   jazz  experience.  I  already  had  a  good  impression  of  the  theater, 
having   noticed  how  well   restored   and  outfitted   the   interior  was   during   my 
earlier  visit.  The  Maceba,  a  remodeled  movie  theater,  is  perfect   in  size.  The 
seating  is  divided  into  a  main   floor  and  balcony  and  the  stage  is  easily 
visible.  The  whole  atmosphere  leads  one  to  feel  intimacy  with  the  performers. 

The   lights  dimmed   and   the   M.C.,    wading   through  a   few   minor   technical 
problems,   announced   the   first   act:   Gary  Pearson.   Gary  began  his   twenty 
minute  set  around  8:20,  admitting  his  inexperience.  And  though  he  had  never 
played    for  an  audience  of  that  size  (1000-1200  by  my  estimate)  he  proceeded 
to  charm   those  in  attendance.  His  solo  guitar/vocal  performance  of  mostly 
original   songs   was  well   recieved.    Original   songs   like  "Houston"    and  "It's    Over" 
displayed  styles  so   varied   that   I   was   reminded  of  Michael   Franks  and  Gil 
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company  sells),  the  government,  particularly  the  FCC,  has  allowed  a  prolifer- 
ation of  these  half  steps  as  a  way  to  decrease  the  amount  of  federal  support 
for  public  broadcasting.

With  little  difficulty,  businesses  could  soon  become  the  major  funding 
source  of  public    broadcasting. 

Some  critics  of  enhanced  underwriting  announcements  claim  they  alienate 
the  audience,  they  blur  the  distinction  between  commercial  and  non-commer- 
cial media,  and  they  have  the  potentuial  to  drive  away  some  of  the  current 
underwriters  of  non-commercial  fare. 

These  ;arguments    are  countered  by  some  officials  at  PBS  who  say: 
there  is  always  some  audience  protest  when  underwriting  announcements  first 
appear  but  the  protest  "quickly  dies  down";   that  commercial  broadcasters 
could  support  this  revenue  generating  method  because  they  realize  the  import 
of  childrens  programming  and  other  specialized  fare;  and  current  underwriters 
would  not  give  up  access  to  a  highly  valuable,  measurable  market. 

Moreover,  the  growth  of  these  revenues  would  skyrocket  if  public 
broadcasters  would  begin  to  actively  seek  corporate  revenue.     One  PBS  station, 
WTTW,  in  Chicago,  has  gone  so  far  as  to  list  its  advertising  rates  in  the  SRDS 
monthly  television  advertising  guide. 

Meanwhile,   as  many  of  the  non-commercial   media  begin  to   looklike  their 
commercial  cousins,  one  may  ponder  the  alternative  of  listener-supported  radio 
such  as  KPFT  where  some  85%  of  all  funding  comes  directly  from  listeners 
and  where  home  grown  and  innovative  programming  does  not  depend  on  the 
fortunes  of  the  major  oil  corporations.

December    10,    1986,    the    38th    anniversary   of    the    United   Nations    Univer- 
sal   Declaration   of    Human    Rights,    an    event    of    international   significance   took 
place   in   Houston,  Texas.     The   Rothko  Chapel   Awards  Ceremony  honored   indi- 
viduals   and   organizations    for    their   exceptional    dedication    to   truth   and    free- 
dom.    The  ceremony  was  also  the  occasion    for  the  awarding  of  the  first 
Carter-Menil  Human  Rights  Prize.     Recipients  of  this  prize  were  physicist 
Yuri   Orlov   and   the   Grupo   De   Apoyo  Mutuo  or  GAM,   a  Guatemalan  organiza- 
tion of  the   families  of  "disappeared"  persons.     The    Carter-Menil  Human 
Rights  Prize  will  be  an  annual  award  and  is  named  for  President  Jimmy 
Carter   and   Mrs.    Dominique    De    Menil,    founder   and   President    of   The   Rothko 
Chapel.      Established    in    the   early    70's   The    Rothko   Chapel    is   described   as   a 
"Sacred  place    —  open   to  all".     The   first   Rothko  Chapel  Awards  were  present- 
ed in   1981   and  on  December   10,    1986  The  Second  Rothko  Chapel  Awards 
were   presented   to   seven   individuals   and   groups   in   recognition   of   their  extra- 
ordinary   commitment    to    truth    and    freedom.      The    recipients    included    Myles 
Horton,   founder  of  The  Highlander  Folk  School;  Charter  77,  a  Czechoslovak 
human    rights  association;  Albertina  Sisulu  President  United  Democratic  Front/ 
President  Federation  of  South  African  Women  and  Helen  Joseph  Honorary 
Patron  of  the   United  Democratic  Front/Founding  member  Federation  of  South 
African  Women;  Anatoly  Koryagin  Psychiatrist/Consultant   to  the  Working 
Commission   to   Investigate   the  Use  of  Psychiatry   for  Political   Purposes;   Jona- 
than Kuttab  and  Raja  Shehadeh  Attorneys  and  Co-founders  of  Law  in    the 
Service    of  Man,   Occupied  West   Bank;   Sanctuary  an   association  of  Individuals, 
Churches  and  Communities  offering  assistance  to  refugees  of  political  violence 
in  Central  America;  and  Bishop   Leonidas  Proano  retired  Bishop  of  Riobamba, 
Ecuador  and  President   of  the  Department  of  Indian  Ministries  of  the  Ecua- 
doran  Conference  of  Bishops.      Every  year  on   December    1 0th,    the   annniversary 
of  the   United   Nations   Universal   Declaration  of  Human   Rights   is  observed   with 
a    celebration    at    The    Rothko   Chapel.      This    year,    in    addition    to    the   Second 
Rothko   Chapel   Awards   and   the   presentation  of   the   newly  established   Carter- 
Menil  Human  Rights  Prize,  the  ceremony  included  the  presentation  of  the 
first    Archbishop    Oscar    Romero    Award,    established    in    memory    of    Archbishop 
Oscar    Romero    of    San    Salvador.      This    presentation    was    made    by    Archbishop 
Desmond    Tutu    to    this    year's    recipient    Bishop    Leonidas    Proano.      The    Rothko 
Chapel   Awards  Ceremony   was  broadcast    live  on   KPFT  Pacifica   Radio   Houston 
and    distributed    via    satellite    from    KUT-FM    in    Austin,    Texas.      Additional    dis- 
tribution   is    being    made    available    by    the    Pacifica    Program    Service.      Special 
appreciation    to    the   staff   members   and   programmers   at   KPFT   Radio   who  help- 
ed   to    make    this    program    possible:    Dave    Biondi,    Faye    Browning,    Matt    Dough- 
erty,  Garland  Canter,   Dan  Gibfried   and   Julio  Cesar  Guerrero.     Additional 
thanks   to  Richard  Browning,   Jim   Moran   and  Margaret    Parodi.     The   Rothko 
Chapel   Awards   Ceremony   Houston    1986   was   produced    for   KPFT   Pacifica 

Radio  by   Margie  Glaser.

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Scott   Heron.  His  guitar  performance  was  impressive    and  when  he  had 
technical  problems  with  the  pick-up  of  his  Ovation  guitar,  he  handled  it  with 
cool  confidence.   His   final   number   "I   Love   You"   (Nat   King  Cole)   was   delivered 
with  obvious  affection.   And,   if  CBS  Records  signs  Gary   (a   possibility    at   this 
writing),   it   will   be  our   good   fortune   as   listeners. 

A  twenty  minute  intermission  came  between  Gary  Pearson  and  the 
Wynton  Marsalis  Quintet  while  the  audience  mingled  in  anticipation.  Some  in 
attendance  took  advantage  of  the  Maceba's  showtime  ticket  discount,  saving 
the   return  cistomer  about   20%  on   the   next   concert   (Earl   Klugh). 

The   lights  blinked,    the   performance    was  announced  and   the   Wynton 
Marsalis    Quintet    stroUed   onto    the   stage.    The   procession    was    led   by   Wynton 
with  the  sightless  pianist,  Marcus  Roberts  on  his  arm.  The  other  members, 
Bob   Hurst   (bass),   Jeff  "Tain"  Watts  (drums)   and   the  newest   addition   Don 
Braden  (saxaphone)   followed.   Unable  to  get  any  sound  out  of  the  microphone, 
Wynton    skipped    the    introduction   and    went    right    into    the   performance.    Now, 
it    must   be  said  here   that    Wynton   Marsalis    and   the    musicians  he   plays     with 
are  not  playing  for  the  casual   listener.  This  is  true  genius  on  exhibit,  and  the 
product   is   best   appreciated  by  an   alert,   attentive  ear.   Virtuosity  abounds! 

With   no  apparent    technical   barrier   the  ensemble   proceeded   to  delight   in 
their    exploration   into  worlds   of   rhythmic,   harmonic   and   melodic   expression. 
A  typical  piece  began  with  the  entire  Quintet   presenting  the  musical  theme. 
Generally,  this  was  followed  by  solos  from  Wynton  and  Don  Braden,  in  that 
order.    Then    as    the    pair    stood    behind    the    rhythm    section    with    expressions   of 
approval,    Marcus    Roberts,    Bob    Hurst    and    'Tain'    cooked   up   and    served   some 
mighty    tasty    jazz.    The    piece    would    then    close    with    a    thematic    restatement 
by  the  entire  Quintet. 

Within    that    format    the    Quintet    provided    about    45    minutes    of    exciting 
stimulating    acoustic  jazz   beginning   with  "Black   Codes"   (Marsalis)  a 
rhythmically   technical   work   reminiscent   of  Stravinsky  or  Bartok   at   times.  The 
Monk   tune   "Green  Chimneys"  followed  featuring  a  tight  trumpet-sax  duet 
beginning   and    an   extended   eighth    note   bass   solo.  "We'll    Be   Together   Again", 
a  traditional  tune,  came  next  and  was  given  an  expressive  melodic 
interpretation  by   the  ensemble,   sans  Don   Braden. 

In   this   familiar  quartet   form    the   trumpet   and   piano  shined   through. 
Wynton,    with    interspersed   half-valve   technique   and   Marcus   Roberts  exploiting 
the    textural    contrast    of    block    chords   and   sweet    melodic   excursions.    The   next 
song,    "Lover",    a    jazz    standard,    layered    extremely    fast    trumpet    passages   over 
an  equally  rapid   fire  sixteenth   note  bass   line. 

At    this   point,    after   the  ovation   died   down,    Wynton   introduced  the  band 
in   his  quiet    hoarse   voice.   And   with   fair  warning  the  audience  sat   back   for  a 
dose   of  "Have   You    Met   Miss   Jones?"  which   featured  the  rhythm    section  and 
especially  Bob   Hurst,  whose  skillful  arco  (bowed)  bass  presentations  at   the 
beginning  and  end  were  sandwiched  around  some  amazing  pizzicato  (plucked) 
work,   including  some  far  out  left  hand  technique. 

The    familiar   "Caravan"    was   performed    next,    with   refreshing   treatment. 
As    the    saxaphone    played    the    haunting    melody,    Wynton    provided   an   overlay 
of  discant  trumpet.  Then  Don  Braden  was  given  his  spotlight.  I  was  somewhat 
shocked  by  the  absence  of  the  typical  Caravan  drum  solo,  but,  the  facts  were 
leading  to  one  conclusion:   Jeff  Watts,  a.k.a.  "Tain",   is  a  really   tasteful, 
talented  drummer  who    plays  only  what's  appropriate.     And  that  statement  can 
be  used  to  describe  all  of  these  fine  musicians.      I  was  impressed  by  their 
economy  of  notes.     Nothing  seemed  over  embellished.     Every  note  had  a 
purpose  and  was  well  integrated  into  the  total  sound.     It's  obvious  that  these 
guys    felt  comfortable  together  and  with  themselves.     And  in  such  an 
environment    their  talent   flows  unrestrained. 

Well,    these  great  talents  were  generous  enough   to  provide  two  more 
thrilling  arrangements  (the  titles  are  sadly  unavailable  at  this  writing).     The 
first,  a  slow  ballad  and  the  final  tune  of  the  set  provided  Wynton   an 
opportunity  to  do  some  "stratospheric  sampling"  as  he  lip-slurred   through  high 
notes  a  trumpet  was  not  designed  to  play. 

Now  that  I  have  exhausted  my  list  of  available  superlatives,  I  can  only 
describe  the  ovation  these  musicians  received  as  an  understatement  of  the 
appreciation   the  privileged  audience   felt   about   this  performance. 

I    close    now   by   paraphrasing    the    message    Wynton    left    us    with    "Buy    as 
many  jazz  albums  as  you  can,  because  no  matter  what  happens  in  this  crazy 
economy,  the  music  and  it's  value  will  only  improve." 

Wynton  suggests   albums  by  artists  like  Monk,    Bird,   Duke  and  Dizzy.... 
To  this  list   I'll  add  one  name.. .WYNTON.  Butch  Franklin 

Butch  hosts   the  "Jazz   Relations"  show,   which   airs  6:30PM-8PM,   Wednesdays. 
CONCERT   REVIEW:    PETER   GABRIEL/THE  SUMMIT/12-7-86 

For   those  of  us   who  have   followed   the  career  of  Peter  Gabriel,    from   his 
early  days  with  Genesis  to  his  latest  album  SO,   this  particular  Sunday  evening 
promised   to  be  a   magical   &   unforgetable  one.   True   to   form,   Gabriel   did   not 
let   us  down.   Although  some   may  have  objected   to   the   larger  hall   (in   the   past, 
Pete   has  only   played   the   Music   Hall),    the  atmosphere   was  one  of  a  shared 
warmth  between   all   present.    I   would  even   go  so   far  as  to  say   that   it   was  akin 


to  a  spiritual  revival  of  sorts.   I  myself  was  so  moved  by  the  performance  that 
I  spent  most  of  the  evening  with  tears  rolling  down  my   face  (I'm  such  an  old 
softie!). 

From  the  moment  Gabriel  took  to  the  stage  to  introduce  Youssou  N'Dour, 
the  opening  band  which  hails  from  Senegal  in  West  Africa,  the  crowd  was  open 
to  whatever  these  fine  musicians  were  going  to  throw  at  them.  N'Dour,  singer 
&.  front  man  for  this  fine  group,  was  introduced  by  Gabriel  as  being  the  finest 
singer  he  had  ever  heard  &  the  band  the  finest  in  Africa.  They  put  on  an  out- 
standing performance... full  of  energy  &  life,  with  band  members  dancing  in  a 
fashion  which  few  Americans  have  probably  ever  seen.  The  crowd  seemed  to 
want  an  encore,  judging  by  their  excited  applause.. .but  I  suppose  they  had  a 
schedule  to  keep. 

A   few  minutes  later,   the  lights  dimmed  &  the  opening  notes  of  San  Jacinto 
creeped  their  way  out  of  the  speakers.  For  those  less  enlightened  persons  who 
have  only  turned  on  to  Gabriel  since  the  successful  radio  hit  Sledgehammer,  I 
couldn't  help  but  wonder  how  they  were  going  to  react  to  Pete's  more  subdued 
material. ..songs  that  make  you  think  rather  than  just  make  you  want  to  shake 
your  lower  extremities.  I  wondered  if  some  of  the  younger  people  would  break 
into  a  "mass  yawning",  if  you  know  what  I  mean.  I  was  pleasantly  surprised, 
however,  as  the  crowd  became  more  intensely  "into  it"  as  the  concert  pro- 
gressed. 

One  did  not  get  the  sense  that  Gabriel  was  just  "going  through  the  motions" 
...riding  high  on  the  wave  of  his  recent  commercial  success.  This  is  not  a  man 
simply  out  to  make  some  money.  This  is  a  man  who  really  feels  what  he  is 
saying  in  his  work.. .and,  more  importantly,   makes  the  listener  feel  it  as  well. 
His  rendition  of  Don't  Give  Up  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  moments  in  live 
performance  I've  ever  been  witness  to.. .even  without  the  voice  of  Kate  Bush,  . 
who  sings  duet  with  Pete  on  the  LP  version.  Equally  moving  was  Mercy  Street, 
as  Gabriel  lay  like  a  derilect  in  the  center  of  the  stage.. ."looking  for  mercy". 

As  I  said  before,  the  show  just  kept  building  &  becoming  more  intense 
throughout  the  set.   I  should  add  here  that  Gabriel  could  not  have  captivated 
the  audience  so  all  by  himself.   His  backing  band  was  as  impressive  as  they 
come.  I'm  embarrassed  to  say  that  the  name  of  the  drummer  escapes  me... 
however,   the   rest   of  the  band  was  very   familiar   to   me.   Tony   Levin   (formerly 
of   King  Crimson  &  numerous  studio  sessions)   wowed   the  crowd   with  his   magi- 
cal use  of  the  Chapman  Stick,  a  kind  of  bass  guitar  that's  really  much  more 
than  a   bass  guitar  (you'd  have  to  see   &  hear   it   to  understand  what   I'm   talk- 
ing about).  David  Rhodes  returned  once  more  to  handle  the  guitar  chores... 
which  is  an  integral  part  of  the  music,  although  there  were  really  no  "solos" 
to  speak  of.  And  taking  the  place  of  Larry  Fast  (Synergy)  on  keyboards  was 
former        E-Street    Band  ivory  ace  David  Sancious,  who  left  The  Boss's  band 
long  ago  to  pursue  a  solo  career  in  jazz/fusion  music.  Sancious  had  no  trouble 
whatsoever  in  adapting  to  Gabriel's  unique  style. 

For  the  encores  (three  of  them!),  Pete  &  lads  were  joined  by  members  of 
Youssou  N'Dour  for  excellent  performances  of  In  Your  Eyes  (which  N'Dour 
sings  on  SO)  &  Biko...the  latter  being  the  most  memorable  part  of  the  show 
and,   fittingly,   the  finale.  For  those  of  us  who  were  present,  it  was  a  night 
which  we  will  never  forget.  For  those  of  you  who  weren't  able  to  attend,  it 
was  an  experiance  which  I  only  wish  I  could  share  with  you.. .not  unlike  being 
"born  again",  except  through  music  instead  of  dogma.  It  was  a  night  where, 
even  if  it  was  just  for  a  little  while,  everyone  present   felt  a  geniune  love 
for  -mankind.. .and  possible  hope  that  we  won't  all  be  blown  to  Hell  &  back  by 
our  planet's  less  enlightened  heads  of  government.  As  Peter  Gabriel  put  it  at 
the  beginning  of  the  last  song.. ."the  rest  is  up  to  you". 

Billy  Gilbert 

Billy  Gilbert  hosts  the  "Civil  Service"  show,  Mondays,    lOP-Midnight;  and  the 
"Musical  Chairs"  show,  on  Wednesday  mornings,  5AM-7AM. 

EMPETUS     by  Steve  Roach  -  Fortuna  Records  -  1986. 

Empetus   means  driving  force',  incentive  or  impulse;  the  energy  of  motion 
as  defined  by  gifted  syntheslst  Steve  Roach  on  his  most  recent  release  from 
Fortuna  Records  of  California.     Similar  in  many  ways  to  his   1984   release, 
Structures  from  Silence.  Roach  uses  an  array  of  digital   and  analog  synthesizers 
to  create  a  work  of  driving,  swirling  and  soaring  rythyms  which  propel  the 
listener  on  a  cosmic  journey  limited  only  by  one's  imagination. 

The  entire  first  side  of  the  album  is  a  20-minute  piece  titled  "Empetus  in 
Four  Movements"  and  its  component  parts  are  "Arrival",  "Seeking", "Conquest"  and 
"Empowerment".     "Arrival"    is  an  insistent,   driven  segment  which,  though 
signifying  arrival,   also  has  overtures  of  challenge  and  testing  limits.  "Seeking" 
is  a  melodious  flowing  swirl  of  sounds  leading  to  the  confrontation  of  the  third 
movement,  "Conquest",  wherein  an  ethereal  battle  commences  and  is   resolved  in 
the  plateau  of  "Empowerment". 

Strong    and   yet   softly   sensitive   as   well,    "Empetus"   is   a   marvelous   journey 
which  is  perfect  accompaniment   for  travelling,  a  workout  or  picturesque 
meditation.     Steve  Roach  is  one  of  the  new  generation  of  synthesizer  artists 
typified  internationally  by  the  likes  of  Kitaro,  Vangelis,  Jean-Michel  Jarre,  Klaus 


Schulze  and  the  group  Tangerine  Dream  and  now  emerging  on  this  continent  in 
the  work  of  Michael  Garrison,  Sanford  Ponder,  Michael  Stearns,  Mark  Isham  and 
Michel  Genest  among  others. 

Empetus  is  a  choice  selection  from   the  electronic  new-age  offerings  of 
1986  and  we  look  forward  to  more  of  the  creative  energy  brought  forth  by 
Steve   Roach. 

EMERALD  by  Spencer  Brewer,  Nancy  Rumbel  and  Eric  TIngstad    -  Narada  -1986. 

Emerald  marks  an  advance  for  the  three  Individuals  invovled  In  its  creation 
-  keyboardist  Spencer  Brewer,  guitarist  Eric  Tingstad  and  oboe  and  English-horn 
virtuoso  Nancy  Rumbel.     This  collaborative  venture  is  a  wondrous  acoustic 
journey    -    combining    one     part    Renaissance-type    sound    such    as    that    of    John 
Renbourne    with  a  portion  of  impressionistic  modern  jazz  to  produce  a  very 
satisfying  album. 

Tingstad  and  Rumbel  perform  a  wonderful   rendition  of  Spencer  Brewer's 
"Shadow  Dancer",  heard  previously  as  a  keyboard  selection  on  his  solo  album  of 
the  same  name.      "Timeless  Reunion"  has  the  feel  of  a  modern  renaissance  style, 
while   "Dreamgift"    floats   as   a   vision.      "Gigue"   has   a   definite   Celtic   flavor    and 
"The  Last  Snow  Leopard"  has  a  haunting  effect. 

Nancy  Rumbel  brings  the  oboe  and  English-horn  to  this  effort   from  her 
work  with  the  Paul  Winter  Consort  in  its  many  incarnations,  while  Eric  Tingstad 
and   Spencer   Brewer   have   worked    together    on    the    1984   release   on   Willow   Rose 
Records,  Shadow  Dancer. 

From   the  opening  "Fishermans  Dream"  through,  the  closing  "Cinderella"   this 
album  is  a  fine  joining  of  musical  forces.     This  is  Narada's  first  release  of 
their  work  together  and  is  a  fine  collection  of  instrumental  impressionism. 

COMPANIONS  OF  THE  CRIMSON   COLOURED  ARK  by  Do'a  -  Philo  -   1984. 

Do'a(pronounced  doe-ah)is  an  Arabic-Persian  word  signifying  a  call  to  prayer, 
meditation,  chanting  and  worship.     It  is  also  the  name  of  this  group  of  now   five 
talented  musicians  who  perform  under  the  banner  of  "World   Music  Ensemble". 
Originally  founded  by  Ken  LaRoche  and  Randy  Armstrong  in  the  late-70's 
it  has  expanded   and  grown  over  the  years  to  its  current  dimensions,  adding  Marty 
Quinn  on  percussion,  Charlie  Jennsion  on  soprano  saxaphone  and  John  Hunter  on 
acoustic   bass.     Armstrong  and  LaRoche  are  multi-instrumentalists  extraordinaire, 
utilizing  over  a  dozen  each,   ranging   from  guitars   and   flutes  to  such  exotica  as 
adodo  (talking  drum),    West  African   balofon,  berimbau,  Bolivian  charango,  zither 
karimba,    tabla  and  more.     Amongst   the  five  they  utilize  about  75  instruments 
during    the   course   of   a   performance.      They    truly   are   exponents   of   the    musical 
genre  known  loosely  as  World    Music. 

Companions    is   the    fourth    release   on    the    Philo    label   out   of  Vermont,    just 
a  stones  throw  from  Do'a's   home  in  New  Hampshire.     The  title  selection  is  made 
of  two  parts  totalling  about   15  minutes  and  is  a  beautiful  blend  of  unifying 
sounds.      Other   selections    include    "Tribute",    "In    Praise   and   Gratitude",    "Refresh 
and  Gladden  My  Spirit"  and  "Dawning  Place",  which  features  vocal  additions  of 
a  Ugandan  Baha'i  Unity  chant. 

The  members    of  Do'a  are  Baha'i  and  through  their  music  hope  to 
contribute  to   the  cessation  of  human  suffering  and  to  the  realization  of  the  unity 
of  the  human    race.     It  is  a  marvelous  statement  of  this  unity  that  comes 
forth  through  this  album  and  we  look  forward   to  their  forthcoming  project 
dedicated  to  the  1986  United  Nations  International  Year  of  Peace.
